Sib — In compliance with the requirements of the laws of this State, I 
have the honor to submit herewith the Twenty-first Annual Beport relating 
to Births, Marriages and Deaths, returned for the year ending Dec. 31, 1887. 

The tables and exhibits in the present volume embrace, in the main, the 
subjects which have been presented in previous reports, and the remarks and 
observations are upon the same general plan, as best calculated for satisfac- 
tory conclusions. Such facts and statistics as have been found interesting 
and valuable in the reports of other States and countries have been used in 
comparison with those of our own State. A table, showing the number of 
divorces granted in Michigan for a series of years, has been introduced and 
will be found to possess much interest. This table is on page 91 and shows 
the remarkable fact that in this State, during the years 1870-1886, there was 
one divorce granted to every 12.8 marriages. This important fact is well 
worthy the attention of those ^terested in social science. 

It is gratifying to note the fact that during the year no epidemics or any 
nnusual fatality occurred. The year indeed might be considered a healthy 
one, notwithstanding the fact that there was an increase in the number of 
deaths, which was no more than the natural result of an increase in the pop- 
ulation. It is well in this connection to bear in mind the fact that the per* 
centages to population in this report are based upon the census of 1884. 
There being no other figures upon which to make the calculations, it was 
necessary to use those given in the last census. These percentages are for 
the most part approximately correct, except in such counties as Wayne, 
Kent, Saginaw and some others where there has been a large increase in the 
population. 

It appears from the data presented in this report that during the year 1887 
there was comparatively a low death-rate and a high birth-rate. The death- 
rate was higher among the colored race than among the white ; it was also 
higher among the foreign-born than among the native-born. The most 
important causes of mortality were consumption, diphtheria, pneumonia and 
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typhoid fever. Each year there are returned a large number of deaths 
among children under one year of age to which no well-defined form of dis- 
ease can be attributed, and these go to swell the class of unknown diseases. 

The number of births in Michigan in 1887, as shown by the returns, was 
46,226, a larger number than ever returned in any ^preceding year. There 
was also returned for that year considerably the largest number of marriages 
ever solemnized in our State, the number being 17,050. With the exception 
of the month of October, the number of marriages in each month, in 1887, 
exceeded the monthly averages for the same months for a period of ten years, 
as deduced from the data collected. These facts are indicative of the material 
prosperity of Michigan in 1887. The number of deaths returned in 1887> 
19,482, was more than in 1886, but did not greatly exceed the number 
returned for several preceding years. 

The report is submitted with the hope that it will prove valuable to the 

sanitarian and to all others interested in the social and material prosperity 

of our State.

DURINQ THE^ YEAR ISST. 



The tables embraced in the following report show the more important facts concern* 
ing births, marriages and deaths as they have occurred among the inhabitants of Mich- 
igan during the year 1887. 

It appears from Exhibit A, which gives a summary statement of registration for the 
years 1884. 1885, 1886, 188T, and the average for ten years 1877-1886, that there were 
returned for the year 1887, 46,226 births, 17,050 marriages, and 19,482 deaths, an aggre- 
gate of 82,758, or 6,845 more than during the year 1886. 

Making a comparison with the previous year in each of these divisions of births, 
marriages and deaths, it is seen that there were returned 5,131 more births, 419 mor& 
marriages, and 1,295 more deaths. The average number of births returned for the ten 
years 1877-1886 was 37,421, the average number of marriages, 15,247, and the average 
number of deaths 16,165. It will be seen that the returns for 1887 far exceed these 
averages. 

The natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, was 26,744, which 
is the largest excess recorded in any one year in Michigan It is 3,836 more than the 
natural increase in 1886, and 5,488 more than the average increase for the ten years 
1877-1886. In the lower part of Exhibit A the returns of births and deaths are cor- 
rected for omissions in the enumeration, and the excess of births over deaths is shown 
to be 31,242. This showing, however, is based upon certain hypotheses which may be 
more or less erroneous and hence affect the accuracy of the statement.

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POPULATION. 

The estimated population of Michigan for the year 1887, calculated upon the annual 
rate of increase which prevailed between the census years 1880-1884, was 2,034,759, 
This estimate, of course, is only approximately correct, but it seems to yield more 
accurate results than any other method which could be adopted. 

Based upon this annual rate of increase, the population of the State for the years 
1880-1887, that for the years 1880 and 1884 being the actual figures as per census, would 
be as follows :

In Exhibit B may be seen some of the relations which exist between the births, mar- 
riages, deaths and the inhabitants of the State. The natural daily increase of popula- 
tion in 1887, according to the returns of births and deaths, was 73, a number larger

than in any previous year. By the returns and the population of 1884, one child was 
bom in 1887 to 40 persons, one marriage was solemnized to every 109 persons, and one 
death occurred to every 95 persons.

The natural increase of population, or excess of births over deaths, by months, for 
each of the years 1882-1887 and the average for ten years, 1878-1887, may be seen in 
Exhibit F. The average excess for ten years, 1878-1887, was 21,896. while the excess for 
the year 1887 was 26,750, showing the year 1887 to be much more than an average one 
as regards the natural increase of population. The month of May shows the largest 
excess both for the year 1887 and the average.

The number of births returned in 1887 was 46,226, which was the largest reported for 
any year since the beginning of registration in Michigan. It is 5,131 larger than in the 
year 1886j and 8,805 larger than the average for the ten years 1877-1886. This great 
increase is largely due to the increased number of births returned from Wayne county 
and especially from the city of Detroit. In 1886, there were returned from Wayne 
county 6,388 births, but in 1887 there were 10,857, a difference of 4,469. While the in- 
crease of births should follow the increase of population with a certain degr e of regu. 
larity, it is hardly probable that this increase from Wayne county was entirely the 
result of increase of population, but from a more perfect registration as well. 

The following tabular exhibit shows, according to our system of correction, what per 
cent of births has been returned and also what per cent has been added as a correction 
for omissions in the enumeration for the years 1878-1887. In 1887, 79 per cent of the 
births were returned, while the average for ten years was only 71 per cent.

The census returns of 1884 being the only trustworthy basis on which to make the 
computations for the present year, the increase in population should be considered when 
comparisons are made with previous years. As the calculations are made on the same 
basis of population, however, the relative conclusions for the year 1887 are reliable. 
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The birth-rate for 1887, including still-births, was 2.50 for every hundred persons, or 
25.0 for every thousand. When the r3turns of births are corrected for omissions because 
of late records, the birth-rate was 8.17 per hundred, or 81.7 per thousand.

According to t>ie returns, the number of male children born in Michigan during the 
year 1887, was 34,026, and the number tf female children 23,180.

For a 
period of twenty years from 1868 to 1887 the average excess of male births has been 
109 males to each 100 females, and for 1887 there were also 109 males to 100 females. 

The number of births in 1887, in which the sex was not returned was 70, which is 7 
more than were reported in 1886.

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By ref erenoe to Table 6 the birth-rates among the different races in Michigan may be 
studied as well as the proportion of the sexes. The study of this table would be more 
satisfactory if it contained the number of inhabitants of each race in 1887, — ^the year in 
which the births occurred. The principal feature of interest in the table, as compared 
with former years, is the increased birth-rate among the black inhabitants, being larger 
than for any year since the compilation began in this State. By removing the decimal 
point one place to the right it shows the birth-rate to each thousand inhabitants. Ac- 
cording to this there were 25.1 births to each thousand among the white, 38.5 among 
the black, 8.3 among the mulatto, 17.3 among the Indian, and 33.00 among the black 
and mulatto taken together. 

The proportion of the sexes among the different races may be studied in the column 
next to the last. 

Table 6 shows the number of births in 1887 and the number of inhabitants in 1884 by 
county and by sex. In the study of this table some allowance must be made for defec- 
tive registration, which is probably greater in some counties than in others. An exam- 
ination of the table, however, shows much that is of interest concerning the birth-rates 
in the different counties of the State. Those counties showing the highest birth-rates 
for the year 1887, according to the returns, were Arenac, Cheboygan, Delta, Houghton, 
Huron, Iosco, Manistee, Marquette, Menominee, Presque Isle and Wayoe ; while the 
counties of Berrien, Branch, Calhoun, Elaton, Qenesee, Hillsdale, Lenawee, Oakland, 
Shiawassee and Washtenaw show a rate considerably less, in any year or in a series of 
years, than that of the State as a whole. 

It will thus be seen that the counties where manufacturing and mining interests are 
largely carried on have the highest birth-rates, while in the coimties where agricultural 
interests predominate the birth-rate is much lower. 

The following statistics, taken from the registration report of Massachusetts for 1887, 
show the birth-rates per 1,000 of the living population in some of the foreign countries: 

Russia, 1867-78 49.4 

Servia, 1879-83 43.6 

Hungary, 1865-83 43.0 

Sweden, 1865-83 30.3 

Switzerland, 1870-83 ... 80.2 

Greece, 1865-82 28.4 

Ireland, 1865-88... 26.4 

France, 1870-83 35.4 

Germany, 1872-80 89.6 

England, 1838-86 84.0 

In Massachusetts the birth-rate for 1887, including still-births, was 27.34 ; in Rhode 
Island, 1885, the rate was 33.1 ; in Connecticut, 33.6 ; and in New Hampshire, 1886, 
20.8.

Table 7 presents eome interestiag facts conceraiDg the Dativity of parents of childreii 
bom during the year 18S7. It appears from this table that the percentage of children 
born bj native-born parente was 43.01 of the whole number, while the percentage of 
births of foreign parentage was SS.94 of the whole number. This shows an increase of 
.IS of one per cent over the percentage of native-born parents in 188S, and a decrease 
of .86 of one per cent from the percentage of foreign-born parents for the same year. 

The average per cent of children born or native-born parents for the seventeen jears, 
1870-1888, was 44.82, which is 1.81 per cent greater than that for 1887. The average 
per cent of children horn of foreign-born parents for the same period of jears was 34.70, 
which is 2.34 per cent lees than that for the jear 1887. 

The proportion of oiiildren born of mixed parentage, that is one native-bom and the 
other foreign-born, was 17.43 per cent of the whole number, which is 1.17 per cent 
greater than the average for seventeen years.

The results given in Table 7 may be compared with those for former years in Table 
8, as well as for the average for ten years, 1877-1886. As compared with the ten 
year average, the proportion of children bom of foreign^-bom parents presents the 
greatest variation from those of 1887. 

In the population of this State in 1884, aged 15 to 45 years, 597,714, or 67.25 per cent, 
were native-bom, and 291,016, or 82.75 per cent, were foreign^-bom. By comparing 
these figures with those in Table 8, it will be seen that the proportion of births among 
the native-bom parents is much less than the proportion of native-bom inhabitants, 
while the proportion of births among the foreign-bom parents is greater than the pro- 
portion of foreign-born inhabitants.

The returns of births for 1867 show tbat 638 pairs of tnins were bom in this State 
during the jear, which vas tweatj-seven pairs more than were reported in 1886, 47 
more than in I8^G, and was the largest number ever recorded in UichiKan. In 188 
cases both cbildreu were males, in 186 cases both were females, and in 308 cases there 
was one child of each sex, making Q70 males and 481 females. The proportion of 
males among twin births for the year li87 was 130 males to 100 females, while for the 
year 1S86 there were but 95 males to 100 females. The average proportion of males for 
the ten years 1877-1886 was 99 males to 100 females, which is a smaller proportion ot 
males than is found among all children born. In table 10 the months are arranged 
Id order, thoeq months first in which occurred the largest number of twin births. As 
in 1886, the month of July heads the list with the largest number of twin births.

The nativltj of the parents of twine far the jeai 18ST may be seen in Table 11. The 
percentage of those bora of native parentage was greater in 1887 than for any year 
flince 1888, but lese than the average for ten jeors. I8T7-I886, bj 1.69 per cent. The 
percentage of thoee born of foreign parentage was about the same as that for 1836, but 
leM than that of 183S and 1981, although greater bj S.67 per cent th&n the average for 
ten years. The pecoentage of those bom by mixed parentage waa leas than that of any 
year of the prevlouB ten except 1880, and leaa than that of the average for ten yean by 
1.67 per cent. 

Byoomparing this table with Table 7, it will be seen that the proportion of foreign- 
bom parente waa greater for twins than for all children born. Aa this fact is repeated 
«aoh year. It seema to be quite conclusive that a greater proportion of twins is born of 
foreign parents than of native.

STILLr-BIRTHS, 1887. 

The returns for 1887 show that 897 still-births were reported for the year, of which 
603 were males, 359 were females and 35 in which the sex was not stated. This is the 
smallest number that has been recorded for any year since 1888, but it is larger than 
the average annual number for ten years by 77. In Table 16 may be seen the number 
of children born, the number of still-births, and the per cent of still-born children to 
all children born for each of the years 1884-1887 and the average for ten years 1877-1886. 
In 1887 the proportion of still-born children to all children born is very small. 

By an examination of Table 17 may be learned the fact that a larger proportion of the 
mothers of still-born children is foreign -born than native, atid also that a much larger 
proportion is among the black and mulatto mothers than those of any other color. 
While the foreign-born mothers seem to be more productive, it is also shown to be a 
fact that a larger proportion of their children are born dead.

The pioportion of male to female children among those bom alive, still-births and 
illegitimates may be seen ih Table 20. The ratio among still-births shows, as usual, a 
much larger number of males, that for 1887 being 140 males to every 100 females, while 
among illegitimates there is an excess of females, being 88 males to 100 females. In 
the average for ten years 1877-1886, there is an excess of males in each division.

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ILLEGITIMATE CHILDREN, 1887. 

The illegitimate births returned in 1887 were 422, which is the largest number 
reported for any year since 1880, and is larger than the average annual number for the 
ten years, 1877-1886 by 125. These births represent a ratio of 9.13 to each one thousand 
of the whole number of births in the State. Of the whole number reported, Wayne 
county contributed 221 , more than one-half, and the ratio of illegitimates to the total 
births in the county was 20.86 to one thousand. 

Table 22 shows the nativity and color of mothers of illegitimate children for the 
years 1885, 1886, 1887, and the average for ten years, 1877-1886. The proportion of 
native-born mothers was lower in 1887 than the average for the past ten years and also 
lower than in 1886. As regards color, the largest proportion of mothers of illegitimates 
to all mothers appears for the black, mulatto, and Indian, and the smallest for the 
white. 

In Massachusetts the birth-rate of illegitimate children for the year 1887 was 21.8 
per 1,000 of the whole number of living births. This was 6.8 per 1,000 greater than the 
average in that State for the period of twenty years, 1868-1887.

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MARRIAGES, 1887. 



The"1x)tal number of marriages returned in Michigan for the year 1887 was 17,650, 
which was 403 more than were recorded in 1886, and is the largest number ever re- 
corded in Michigan. The number of persons married for each thousand of the popu- 
lation was 18.40, and the number of marriages was 9.20 per thousand. There was, 
according to the returns,. one person married to every 54 of the living population, as 
given by the last census. 

As compared with some of the New England States, having a system of registration, 

Michigan had a higher marriage rate than Vermont, Rhode Island and (Jonnecticut, 

^and lower than Massachusetts and Now Hampshire, as may be seen by the following :

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For the first time in the history of regiBtration in Michigan, the mouth of September 
returned the largest number of marriages. As the act requiring a civil license in order 
to marry went into effect on the 27th of September, 1887, it may have had something 
to do with the large number solemnized in that month. Those contemplating marriage 
may have hurried matters up in order to avoid the necessity of obtaining a license. In 
the other years of Table 82 and also the average for ten years, 1877-1886, the greatest 
number of marriages was recorded in November and the least numlMr in February.

Table 84 shows the maniage-rate in 1887 among the different races in Michigan. 
There are no great changes from those of 1886 in the general results, there being an in- 
crease in each corresponding to the increase in the number of marriages. As these 
marriage-rates are computed from the population of Michigan in 1884 with the mar- 
riages in 1887, due allowance should be made for the increase in population. 

There was an increase of eight in the number of mixed marriages in 1887 over that 
for 1886. As may be seen from the foot-notes of Table 36, 10 white males married 
Indian females, and two married mulattoes. Two white females married black males, 
two married mulattoes and nine married Indians.

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NATIVITY OP PERSONS MARRIED. 

In Table 36 is presented the number and proportion of native and foreign-born brides 
and bridegrooms for tiie y'ear 1887. From this it appears that both parties were native- 
born in 9,658 cases, both were foreign-born in 3,447 cases, and in 42 cases the nativity 
of both groom and bride was not stated. There were 1,445 native-born males who 
married foreign-born brides and 153 who married brides whose nativity was not re- 
turned. There were 2,234 native-born females who married foreign-born males and 
27 who married males of unknown nativity. 

As regards the per cent of each nativity from year to year there is very little varia- 
tion, the native-born grooms being 66.02 in 1887, 67.73 in 1886, 68.51 in 1885, 66.70 in 
1884, and 66.22 in 1883. The native-born brides were 69.91 in 1887, 71.46 in 1886, 71.44 
inl885, 69.59 in 1884, and 69.62 in 1883. ^

Table 87 shows the marriage-rates for the total population and for the native and for- 
eign-born inhabitants in 1887. While there is little difference in the percentages as 
computed for the total of ail nativities, and none whatever in the percentages for the 
native, there is quite an increase in the percentages of the foreign-bom over those re- 
turned in 1886. This is also shown in the number of persons married ; in 1886 there 
were 23,150 native-born persons married and 9,841 foreign-born persons ; in 1887 there 
were 23,175 native-born persons married and 10,617 foreign-born. The increase, then, 
in the number of marriages for 1887 comes from the foreign-born. 

The tabulated exhibit which follows Table 37 is designed to show that a marriage- 
rate based upon the total population is not as accurate as one based upon a comparison 
of the marriageable population. An examination of the census of 1884 shows that 
while there were 575,018 native children under 15 years of age, there were but 63,584 
foreign-bom under the same age. Deducting these figures from the total population of 
each and making the computations, there appears to be 2.96 per cent for the native and 
2.51 per cent foi^ the foreign-born, as compared with 1.71 per cent and 2.18 per c«nt 
respectively, in Table 37.

Table 38 sliows the percentages, for a period of fourteen years extending from 1874 
to 1887, of marriages in Micliigan according to the nativity of groom and bride. It 
appears from the table that there was a decrease in the percentage of the native-born 
in 1887, being 1.85 per cent less then in 1886, and less than that of any year of the table. 
On the other hand, the percentages of the foreign-bom were increased in about the 
same proportion as the native-born were decreased. 

As compared with the average, the year 1887 presents even greater contrasts than 
with the year 1886, the native-born being 3.61 per cent less than the average, and the 
foreign-born 3.04 per cent greater than the average. 

In the class of marriages of persons of mixed parentage, there was an increase in the 
class of foreign-bom grooms and native-born brides, being greater in 1887 than for any 
year since 1879, and greater also than the average.

AQES OF PERSONS MARRIED. 

In Table 39 may be seen the average age, at time of marriage, of all persons of both 
sexes, of the native and foreign-born and also of the unknown nativity. The custom- 
ary average of about 28 years for males and 23 years for females is again shown by the 
returns for 1887, which present but slight differences as compared either with those for 
1886 or with the ten-year average. 

As usual, the average age at time of marriage of the foreign-bom was higher than 
those of the native-bom, the difference being about one to one and a half years.

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In table 40 may be found the number and proportion of males and females married 
at each period of age in Michigan during the year 1887. The proportion of males 
married under 20 years of age does not vary much from year to year, being 2.88 per 
cent in 1877 and 2.32 per cent in 1887, but the proportion of females married under 20 
has decreased from 88.19 per cent in 1877 to 83.81 per cent in 1887. The average per 
cent for the period of ten years 1877-1886 being 2.56 for males and 35.23 for females. 

The proportion of males married between the ages of 20 and 25 has gradually les- 
sened each year since 1880, being in that year 41.14 and in 1887 86.48. The average per 
cent for the ten years 1877-1886 was 39.90. The proportion of females married at this 
period of age was 3(5.09 per cent in 1887, and the average for the above period of years 
was 38.22. 

Nearly 70 per cent of all the males married in Michigan in 1887 between the ages of 20 
and 30 years, and over 52 per cent of all females were married between the same ages. 

PERSOKS MABRIED UNDER TWENTY-ONE YEARS OF AOE. 

In 1887 there were 8,455 persons married under the age of 21, of whom 1,071 were 
males and 7,384 were females. This is not as larg« a number as was returned for 1886, 
there being for that year 8,586 persons, of whom 1,088 were males and 7,448 were 
females. The percentage of all married under 21 to the whole number married was 
24.79 in 1887, 25.66 in 1886, 25.23 in 1885, and 25.14 in 1884. 

By the laws of this State, only males who have attained the full age of 18 years and 
females the full age of 16 years, are capable of contracting marriage. Although this 
law has been in force for years, and there is a penalty for its violation of five hundred 
dollars or spending a year in the county jail, still, each year there are a number of 
marriages returned where one or both •f the contracting parties are under the legal 
age. In 1887, 6 males and 97 females were returned as under the lesral age, one male 
at 16 and 5 at 17; 2 females were married at 13, 19 at 14, and 76 at 15.

Ab QBoal, the letoms of marriageB for 1887 show some carious and remarkable dif- 
ferences in regard to the age of the parties. It is only possible to mention a few cases 
here, bat those who have the cariosity to examine into sach matters will be amply re- 
paid by reference to Table 43. Among sach marriages may be mentioned a groom of 
64 to a bride of 19, which oooarred in Shiawassee county ; a groom of 65 to a bride of 
90 in St Joseph coanty. The other extreme, where the groom takes a bride ma ny years 
older than himself was also well represented. Among these may be mentioned a groom 
of 81 to a bride of 48 in Saginaw coanty, and a groom of 85 to a bride of 65 in (Genesee 
ooonty*

If the aboye figures are true in regard to the number of diyorces in Michigan, and in 
all probability they are as accurate as any that can be obtained, they show the remark- 
able fact that one diyorce ia granted in this State to eyery 12.8 marriages. It would 
be interesting to know the number granted for each county, the sexes in f ayor of whom 
diyorces were granted, and also the causes for which they were giyen. 

In Massachusetts, the ratio of diyorces to marriages is one to 80 ; in New Hampshire 
in 1883, there was one diyoroe to eyery 12.8 marriages ; in 1884, one to 10.4 ; in 1885, 
one to 10.9 ; and in 1880, one to 8.8 marriages. 



DEATHS, 1887. 



The number of deaths returned for the year 1887 was 19,482, which was an increase 
of 1,295 over the number reported in 1886, and an increase of 2,886 over the number 
reported in 1885. It was also greater by 8,817 than the average annual number for the 
ten years 1877-1886, and was the largest number returned in any year since the begin- 
ning of registration in the State* 

The population, according to the State census of 1884, represented by the returns of 
deaths for 1887, was 1^846,656, and the ratio of deaths to population was 10.5 per 1,000. 

Corrected for omissions in the enumeration the number of deaths occurring in 1887 
was estimated at 27,251, and the death rate 14.8 to 1,000 inhabitants. Even this 
ratio bears a suspicion of being somewhat less than the true ratio when compared 
with that in other States having a system of registration. In Massachusetts, in 1887, 
the death-rate was 20.27 per thousand of the living population. In New Hampshire in 
1886, the death-rate was 18.51 per thousand, and in Rhode Island the annual death-rate 
exceeds 16 iji every thousand, while in England and most foreign countries the death- 
rate is even higher than that of Massachusetts. 

The following tabular statement shows the death-rate in Michigan, both as regards 
the number returned and the number corrected for omissions in the enumeration.

The number and proportion of deaths in each quarter for the years 1885, 1886, 1887, 
and the ayerage for ten years, 1877-1886, may be seen in Table 44. It will be noticed 
that the year 1887 corresponds quite accurately with the average, the greatest differ- 
ence being in the last quarter. As is usually the case, the largest mortality in 1887 
occurred in the quarter of the year ending with September, and the least number in 
the quarter ending with Siarch. The order is as follows, beginning with the greatest : 
Third, fourth, second, first, not only for 1887, but also for the average of the ten years. 

When the returns of deaths are corrected for omissions, as seen in the lower part of 
the table, the third quarter still has the largest number, both for the year 1887, and the 
average for ten years.

The mortality in Michigan by months, for the years 1885, 1886, 1887, and the ayerage 
for ten years 1877-1886, may be found in Table 45. August is usually the month having 
the largest number of deaths, as in 1887 and the average for ten years, but in 1885 De- 
cember had the largest number and in 1886 September. January stands at the foot of 
the list throughout the table. The excess of August oyer January w/a 806 in 1887, or 
4.14 per cent. In the ten-year ayerage the excess of greatest over the least month was 
724, or 4.48 per cent.

8SZ OF DECEDBNT8. 

Table 46 shows the number and proportion of the sexes among the decedents in 
Michigan for the fourteen years, 1874-1887, and the average for these years. During 
the year 1887 there were returned 10,568 males and 8^77 females, there being 119 males 
to each 100 females, or 54 males and 46 females in each 100 decedents. It will be 
noticed that each year the male decedents exceed the female decedents, the ayerage 
for the fourteen years being 115 males to 100 females. This disparity is largely due to 
the excess of males in the population, for, by computing the death-rate, by sex, there 
appears but little difference. The death-rate in 1887 among males was 10.9 per 1,000, 
and that of females was 10.1 per 1,000.

The uBual method of correcting the retunu of deaths for oroiBsions in the ennmerap 
tion wu emplojed for the jeai 1887. It Is found that the omiasions bear a direct rela- 
tion to the time between the occnrrence of the deaths and their entimeration, and 
that the per cent to be added to each month should be more or lees aa the time is longer 
or shorter. Adding this per cent, it makee the estimated number of deaths, for 1B87, 
37,SS1, The order of the months in table 47 is changed from that of table 40 beoanse 
the additions for omissions are thus graded.

▲OSS OF PKBSONS WHO DIED IN MICHIGAN IN 1887. 

Table 48 oontains some important evidence oonceming the proportion of deaths at 
different afcee and periods of iife. As may be seen, about a fourth of all the deaths in 
1887 were those of children under one year of age, and more than a third of the entire- 
mortality occurred among children under five years of age. As compared with the 
year 1886 and the average in Table 49, the percentage of deaths under one in 1887 was 
less than in 1886 and about the same as the average. The percentage of deaths under 
5 was less than that of 1886 and also less than the average. 

In Massachusetts the percentage of deaths under one year of age in 1887 was only 
20.89, and that of deaths under 5 was 82.26. Michigan seems to have a greater infant 
mortality than Massachusetts, but the reason for this difference is not as yet apparent. 

The percentage of deaths between 20 and 80 was about the same as in 1886 and the 
average. The percentage of all other deaths was greater than that of 1886 and greater 
than the average. 

It is quite interesting to note the excess among males and females at different ages* 
The large excess among males up to ages under 10 is quite noticeable, and from 15 to 
40 the proportion of deaths was greater among females. At other periods of life the- 
exoees is among the males, and as this is true each year it becomes ^ important fact*

It is seen that the death-rate 
is largest for those under 1 year of age, being more than three times greater than 
those under 5. By removing the decimal point one place to the right, it gives the 
death-rate per thousand.

DEATHS BY MONTHS AT DIFFERENT AGES. 

The influence of seasons and age upon mortality may be studied in Table 50. The 
evidence set forth in this table for 1887 is that of sdl who died under one year of age 
the largest proportion (18.11 per cent) occurred in the month of August, and that the 
proportion of decedents under one year of age to decedents at all ages was greater 
(88.87) in July than in any other month of the year. The same is also true of decedents 
under five years of age. The midsummer season has always been unfavorable to life, 
and especially is this true among children. 

The deaths of children between the ages of 5 and 10 years show the largest propor- 
tion for the months of September, October and November; of persons between the ages 
of 10 and 20, the largest proportion was in the months of September and October ; of 
those between the ages of 20 to 50 the largest proportion was in September, but for 
those 50 and over, the largest proportion was in December. 

The teaching of this table each year has been that July and August are the months 
of greatest danger to children under five years of age, and that to older children and 
admts the fall and winter months are more dangerous to life. 

Tables 51 and 52 continue the subject of deaths by ages, and permit of its study by 
MX and by months.

INFANT MOBTALITY. 

The number of still-births returned for the year 1887 was 807, which was 13 less than 
was reported in 1886, and 111 less than was reported in 1885. The average number re- 
turned for the ten years 1877-1886 was 820. As shown in Table 53, the per cent of still- 
births to total deaths was less in 1887 than for any other year of the table and also 
less than the average. Although a subject of very great importance, it is probable 
that the returns relating to still-bom children are too inaccurate for satisfactory study.

RELATIONS OF DEATHS OF CHILDBEN UNDER ONE TO BIRTHS. 

The number of deaths of infants under one year of age in 1887 was 4,947 and was 
greater than that of any previous year since the beginning of registration. Tables 64, 
65 and 56 throw some light upon the important subject of infant mortality. 

Table 65 shows, by sex, the number of children bom in each month of the year 1886, 
and the number of these who died before reaching the age of one year. The births, 
41,044, in 1886 are less than those of 1885 by 1,030, while the deaths exceed the number 
in last report by 405; this increases the per cent of deaths under one to births from 
10.44 in 1886 to 11.69 in 1887. The excess of the males over the females was 637, or 2.25 
per cent. The month of May leads with 460, or 60 above the monthly average, while 
January returns the least number, with 66 below the average. 

Table 56 shows the distribution throughout the years 1886 and 1887 of the deaths of 
children boin in 1886 who died under one year of age. There were 334 children, bom 
in January, 1886, who died under one year, of which 123 died in January, the month of 
birth, 15 died in February, 26 died in March, and 16 died in April, etc. In like manner 
may be traced the deaths of children born in each month of the year 1886. Of the 
4,797 children born in 1886, who died under one year, 2,041 died in the month of birth, 
898 lived to the age of one month, 332 lived to the age of two months, etc. From this 
it is seen that a very large proportion of the children who die under the age of one 
year, do so before they are a month old, being over 42 per cent of the entire number. 
The last column in the table shows what per cent of the children bom in each month 
of the year 1886 died during the month of birth. On an average about 5 per cent of 
the children died during the month of birth.

RELATIONS OF DEATHS OF CHILDREN TO BIRTHS, BY MONTHS. 

The per cent of deaths under the age of one month to births in 1887 may be seen in 
Table 57. Each year the per cent of males is greater than that of females and corres- 
ponds with the larger proportion of males born. The total number of deaths under 
one month was 3,109, being 4.76 per cent of the births. Of this number 5.25 per cent 
were among the males and 4.07 per cent among the females. 

DEATHS OF CENTENARIANS. 

In Table 58 are given the names and other facts concerning persons who died in 1887 
and were returned as having lived to the age of 100 years and over. There were five 
of these centenarians of whom three were males and two were females. Two were bom 
in Ireland. 

DELINQUENT TOWNSHIPS. 

As usual, there were a number of townships in the State from which no returns of 
deaths were received in 1887. The names of these townships, together with the popu- 
lation by sex and color, may be seen in Table 59. More care and attention to duty on 
the part of these supervisors would avoid such a showing, and there seems no reason 
nor excuse for it. 

TOWNSHIPS IN WHICH NO DEATHS OCCURRED. 

There were 60 townships in Michigan in which it was reported that no deaths occur- 
red in 1887. It is probable that the increckse of population will greatly reduce the 
number of townships thus reporting, but the fact of no deaths is very much to be 
doubted in the case of such townships as Chickaming in Berrien, Rubicon in Huron, 
and Carp Lake in Ontonagon coimty.

NATIVITY OF DB0BDBNT8 IN MIOHIOAN. 

In Tables 64, 65 and 66 are presented the numbers and percentages of decedents in 
Michigan, by nativity, for 1887 and also for the jears 1885, 1886, and the average fop the 
ten years 1877-1886. From an examination of Table 64 it will be seen that for the 
jear 1887 there was quite a decrease in the proportion of native-bom decedents, and a 
corresponding increase in the ratio among the foreign-bom. The per cent of native- 
bom decedents was 2.69 less than in 1886, and 8.74 less than the average, while the per. 
cent of foreign-bom decedents was 2.04 greater than 1886 and 2.78 greater than the 
average. «The per cent of unknown nativity was also larger than usual in 1887. 

Table 65 gives the population in 1884 and the deaths in 1887, by nativity, sex and 
periods of age. As usual, the death-rate for the native-bom is greater than for the 
foreign-bom and also greater than for the total of all nativities. In the period under 6- 
this excess among the native-bom is particularly noticeable, but in the adult and more 
advanced ages the death-rate is seen to be often greater among the foreign-bom. 

Table 66 continues the study of nativity and the subject is there presented by counties 
and sex.

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CAUSES OF DEATH. 1887. 

Having considered the mortality of the State as a whole, it is now in order to study 
the various causes or diseases which contributed to the deaths in 1887. The registra- 
tion officers in 1887 returned the causes of deaths in 18,161 cases out of a total of 19,482, 
leaving 1,321 cases without a specification as to the disease or cause of death. This 
number is much larger than it should be and more care on the part of those whose 
duty it is to collect these statistics would avoid much of these imperfect records. 
Supervisors should feel the importance of the work, and the responsibility devolved upon 
them in making these returns as accurate and complete as possible. The abstract 
numbers of the deaths are easy to obtain, but the diseases or causes of death are often 
obscure, and hence the necessity of care and intelligence on the part of the registration 
officers. In this department of the work, very much depends upon the fidelity of 
physicians. 

No extensive epidemic prevailed during the year, although the number of deaths re- 
turned was greater than for any previous year. The diseases in which this increase is 
most noticeable are typhoid fever, measles and pneumonia. By reference to Table 67, 
where the causes of death are arranged under the five general classes, it will be seen 
that they all bear a nearly constant ratio from year to year, with the exception of the 
zymotic diseases. It is in this class, containing as it does the contagious affections, 
that affords a satisfactory guide as to the condition of the health of a community; a 
low death-rate from zymotic diseases indicating a healthy condition. 

The mortality-rate from zymotic diseases was about the same in 1887 as it was in 
1886; although not as high as the average for ten years, it was much higher than the 
rate for 1885. The various diseases of this class cause over 25 per cent of the total 
deaths each year, and by turning to Table 69 may be seen some of the most prominent 
of these diseases. 

The percentage of deaths from constitutional diseases was less than that of 1886 and 

1885 and also less than the ten-year average. The principal diseases of this class are 
•consumption and cancer, and they will be considered more fully on subsequent pag^ of 
this report. 

Local diseases, those affecting the brain and nervous system, show a larger percent- 
age of deaths in 1887 than the average for ten years, though not as great as in 1885. 
These diseases are liable, like the zymotic diseases, to changes in their degree of fatal- 
ity, and by reference to Table 68, it is seen that the colder months have an excess of 
the deaths. 

The percentage of deaths from developmental diseases, those from old age and of 
infants, was less in 1887 than for either of the years 1886 or 1885, but was greater than 
the average of ten years 1877-1886 by 2.28 per cent. 

Deaths by violence were greater in number and proportion in 1887 than they were in 
1886. As compared with the average of ten years the proportion was also greater. 
Among these deaths the following seem worthy of special mention: 82 males and 8 
females lost their lives by railroad accidents; 75 males and 80 females committed sui- 
cide; 145 males and 18 females were reported drowned; 19 males and 12 females were 
returned as poisoned; 49 persons were burned or scalded to death; 5 from exposure; 
131 from suffocation and strangulation; and 29 parsons were murdered. 

The proportion of deaths from unknown causes was greater in 1887 than it was in 

1886 or in 1885, but less than the average. 

The months in 1887 in which the deaths from all causes and from each class of causes 
'were most numerous may be seen in Table 68.

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DEATHS IN 1887 GROUPBD BY PART OF BODY DISEASED. 

Each year deaths from diseases of the lungs stand first in the order of groups pre- 
sented in Table 74. Although the niunber of deaths from diseases of lungs was 
greater in 1887 than for any previous year, still the percentage was less than for any 
year since 1882, and less than the average for ten years 1877-1886. It will be noticed 
that the order is the same for the years lo86, 1887, and the average, but in 1885 diseases 
of the brain occupy the second place, diseases of the bowels being third, llie percent- 
age of deaths from bowel diseases was greater in 1887 than in any year represented in 
the table, and also greater than the average.

Baaed upon the population of 1884, it ia aeen that the death-rat« haa diminiabed from 
that in 1S86 in the northeaatern diviaion only, and has increaaed in all the others. Tbla 
corresponds with the inoreaae tn the nombet of deatha in each division, the onl^ excep- 
tion being the northeastern, in which there waa a decrease of 20. 

The central division shows the loweat death-rate In 18S? of sll the eleven geographical 
diviaiona and the aoutbeaatem the higheat. In 1886, the divisions showing the loweat 
and highest, respectively, were the central and aoutheastem diviaiona. 

In the State, the largeat proportion of deatha waa caused by local disomies, and the 
smallest from violent deatha. In the Upper Peninsular, northwestern and northern 
central divisions the largest proportion of deaths was from the symotio diseases, while 
in all the other diviaiona the largeat percentage of deatha wsa from local diseases. 

The various diseosee included in each of theae claaaea, and the counties in which they 
occurred may be seen In Table 7T.

There were 885 deaths in 1887 compiled in Table 78 as '^Casualty.*' This is more by 
85 than were refK)rted in 1886 and is the largest number ever registered in the State. 
Accidental shooting had seventeen victims in 1887, three less than in 1886. Horses, by 
kicking, runaways and wagon accidents, disposed of 87 human lives as compared with 
53 in 1886. •

STATISTICS CONCERNING SUICIDE. 

The number of deaths returned as suicidal in 1887 was 105, which was greater than 
that of the previous year, and also greater than the average for the 14 years 1874-1887. 
The total number returned for the fourteen years is 1,004, and the yearly average is 72. 
Of the 105 deaths reported as suicides, 75 were males and 80 were femiales, or the ratio 
of males was 71.43 and that of females was 28.57. 

The classification by nativity shows that 555 were natives of the United States, 237 
having been bom in Michigan and 318 in other states. Three hundred and seventy 
were of foreign birth, and in 79 cases the nativity was not reported. Of the foreign- 
bom fifty -seven were fr«m Canada, 48 from England, 187 from Germany, 82 from Ire- 
land, and 13 from Scotland. The classification by conjugal condition shows that 603 
were married, 270 were single, 85 were widowed, and in 46 cases the conjugal condition 
was not stated in the returns. 

As regards the means employed, poison leads with 162, followed by hanging with 
188, shooting 99, drowning 55, and cutting throat 22. In 519 cases the manner of 
death was not stated in the returns. In Massachusetts there were returned in 1887, 
173 suicides, of which number 40 were by shooting, 25 by cutting throat, 27 by drown- 
ing, 28 by hanging, 53 by poison, and 4 by other methods.

PRINCIPAL CAUSES OF DEATH. 

In Table 81 is presented the fifteen most destructive diseases or causes of death in 
1887. Consumption and diphtheria, as usual, held the first and second rank. Since 
the beginning of registration, consumption has held first place each year, except in 
1881, when diphtheria stood first. The per cent of deaths from consumption to deaths 
from all causes was 10.92 in 1887, 11.28 in 1886, 11.80 m 1885, 12.17 in 1884, and 11.78 
in 1888. Although the number of deaths from consumption was greater in 1887 than 
for any year since 1884, the per cent to all causes was less than for any year since 1881. 

With the other more prominent causes of death, the order in regard to the largest 
number varies more or less from year to year. The most noteworthy changes from 
1886 were in typhoid fever and diarrhea. Typhoid fever, occupying ninth place in 
1886, rose to sixth in 1887, while diarrhea, which did not have a place in the table in 

1886, ranks twelfth in 1887. 

Cancer maintains nearly a uniform rank from year to year. Scarlet fever, which 
stood sixth in 1883, fell to fourteenth in 1884, since which time it has not appeared in 
the table. 

The fifteen principal causes of death represent 55.91 per cent of the total mortality in 

1887, as compared with 56.83 in 1886, 57.44 in 1885, 57.66 in 1884, and 56.92 in 1883. 

MORTALITY FROM TEN PROMINENT CAUSl^S IN 1887. • 

The number and percent of deaths in 1887, from ten prominent causes, may be seen 
in Table 82 and 83. As usual, diphtheria ranked the highest of the ten leading diseases 
included in the tables, although not the cause of the greatest mortality in tlie State. 
Whooping-cough occupied the lowest place, which was accorded to measles in 1886. 

Some very interesting features characterize these tables. The two most striking 
dififerences in regard to mortality by sex, are that each year many more females than 
males die of cancer, and more males than females of croup. Cancer appears to be 
especially fatal at ages from forty-five to seventy-five and in the months of July, August 
and December. Cephalitis was most fatal in June, July and August, and in ages under 
five years. Croup and diphtheria were most fatal during the fall and early winter and 
least so in summer; a very large proportion of the deaths occurred at ages under 5 and 
from 5 to 10. 

Diarrhea and dysentery prevailed as usual in hot weather, being of very little promi- 
nence UDtil July, then falling off again in November. The greatest mortality from 
these two diseases was at the extremes of life, in infancy and old age. In 1887, measles 
occurred mostly in the months of April, May and June, and at ages under five. The 
mortality from typhoid fever increased rapidly in August, reached its highest point in 
28 
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September and then declined again in December. The greatest number of deaths from 
typhoid fever was between the ages of fifteen and thirty, and the deaths among males 
exceeded those among females by 14 per cent. 

Most of these diseases will be considered on subsequent pages in connection with 
meteorological conditions.

The steady increase in the number of deaths from diphtheria from 1876 to 1881 may 
here be observed, as well as the gradual decline in the years since 1881. 

There are usually more deaths among females than among males from diphtheria, 
but this year the ^order is reversed, there being 474 deaths of males and 461 deaths of 
females 

By reference to Table 83, page 220, it may be seen that over 78 per cent of the deaths 
from diphtheria in 1887 were those of children under ten years of age. According to 
the census of 1884, there were 225,973 children in Michigan under five years of age,, 
and there were 450 deaths from diphtheria under that age. This gives a death-rate for 
the State of 1.99 per thousand. For ages under ten, the mortality-rate was 1.66 per 
thousand. 

The months of September, Octobar, November, and December contributed 45.94 per 
cent of the deaths, the month of October having 124 deaths, or 18.80 per cent. 

The prevalence of diphtheria in each of the eleven geographical divisions of the 
State niay be seen in the following tabulated exhibit :

Typhoid Fever. — Four hundred aad thirty-nine males and S81 females died from this 
diseaae in 1887, the whole number being 212 more than was reported in 1886, 383 more 
than in 1885, and with the exception of the year 1881, when 884 deaths were reported, 
was the largest number returned in the State. The average annual number of deaths 
for the ten years, 1878-1887, was 619, which was 351 lees than was returned in 1S87. 
The per cent of mnrtality from typhoid fever to deaths from all causes in 1887 was 8 flS, 
which was 1.21 per cent more than in I8S6. 

There were 439, or 67 per cent of deaths among malee, and 331, or 43 per cent among 
females, and each year, except 1879, the mortality among the males exceeds that among 
females, the average per cent of differencfl being about eight. 

As usual, the greatest monthly mortality occurred in September, which had 167, or 
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m.TT per oont of the deaths, and 575, or 74.96 per cent of the total moralitr, occurred 
in the last five months of the year. Nearly 43 per cent of deaths irere of persons be- 
tween fifteen aad thirty years of age, and 33 per cent of the deaths were of persons 
bettreen the ages of fifteen and twenty-five.

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The total mortality returned from diarrheal diseases in Michigan may be seen in* 
Table 90. In 1887 there were 46 more deaths than in 1886, and 296 more than the aver- 
age of the ten years, 1876-1887. The increase over that for 1886 is mainly in diarrhea 
and dysentery, the former showing an Increase of 26 and the latter 25. Cholera infan- 
tum shows a decrease cf 27 from the number reported in 1886. The sum of this group 
of diseases, 1,562, was 8 per cent of the total mortality from all causes.

was 852 ; and Lhe annual average number for the 18 years, 1870-1887, was 40S. 

The largest proportion of the mirtalitj from this disease occurred among ohildren. 
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as may be seen b^ reference to Table 83. Of the 318 decedents 217, dr G8.'34 per cent, 
were under 5 years of age ; and 382, or 88.88 percent, were under lOyearsof age. 

According to the returns, the greatest mortality from ttaia cause was in the month of 
January, and the least was in the month of August. The difference between the 
highest per cent in January and the lowest in August being 8.18. 

I'he ratio of mortality from this disease to the total mortality was 1,63 per cent. , 
which was less than that of 1886, but greater than thatof 1885, being 1,75 in the former 
year and 1.47 in the latter. 

In 1887 there were four exceptions to (he proposition that theavwage daily tempera- 
ture was Ininer than the average in months when more than the average number of 
deaths from scarlet fever occurred, and vice versa. 
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Consumption, — The number of deaths reported in 1887 from consumption was 2,127. 
This disease is by far the most destructive of all the causes of death in Michigan, affect- 
ing as it does the periods of childhood, maturity and old age. The average annual 
mortality from this disease for the 19 years, 1869-1887, was 1,698. This average is 24 
higher than was given for the 18 years in the report for 18S6. 

Of the 2,127 deaths from consumption in 1887, 986 were males and 1,141 were females, 
or there were 86 male decedents to 100 female decedents. For the 19 years from 1869 
to 1887, inclusive, the number of deaths returned from consumption in Michigan was 
83,264, of which 14,904 were males and 17,300 were females. There were 86 male 
decedents to each 100 female decedents for the aggregate of these years, or 46 malea 
and 54 females in each 100 decedents. 

The influence which the months and sesons have upon the mortalitv from consump- 
tion may be seen in the following exhibits. In 1887 the largest monthly record of deaths 
was in March, and the largest quarterly record was the second, closely followed by the 
third. The smallest number of deaths occurred in January, and the first quarter. For 
the nineteen years the highest monthly mortality appears for December and April, and 
the lowest for January and February. The highest quarterly mortality was in the sec- 
ond corresponding to the record for a single year. 

In regard to age, it will be noticed that the greatest proportion of mortality occurred 
at ages between 20 and 30, not only for the year 1887, but also for the nineteen years, 
the proportion being nearly 3 per cent greater for the single year. There appears, how- 
ever, but little difference in the relative proportion of the various periods of life between 
the aggregate record and that for a single year. As compared with the living popula- 
tion the death-rate from consumption is seen to be highest at ages between 60 to 80. 

Table 93 shows the relation of deaths from consumption in 1887 to certain atmos- 
pheric conditions.

— The number of deathBretorned from pneumonia ia 1887 was 884, which 
was 101 more than were recorded in 1886, and is the largest number ever reported in 
the State. The averaKO unnnal number of deaths from this cause for the nineteen 
years 1869-1887 was 666, while the average for tea fears, 1878-1887, was 742. The per- 
oentage of deaths from pneumonia to deaths from all causes, in 1887, was 4,S4, while 
the average percentafce for nineteen jears, 186B-1887, was 4.61. 
SO 
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Unlike conaumptioD, this diseaae ubowa more deaths among males than among 
females, the figuree this year being 533 males and 363 females, or an excess of ItiO male 
decedents, being a proportion of 141 males to 100 females. 

March and April are the two most fatal months, not only for the year 1887. but also 
for the average of 10 years 1878-1887. The largest number, 133, was in Ifarch, and the 
smallest, 38, in July, corresponding to the average for ten years. 

As regards age, 346 of the wbole number, or 39.23 per cent, occurred in 1S87 under 
the age of five years, as compared with 836, or 41.63 percent, in 1886. This is about 
the usual average for that period. Two hundred and fifty-two, or 38.51 per cent of th« 
entire mortality from this cause, were of persons over 50 years of age. This leaves 
^xiut 80 per cent between the ages of 5 and 50, and shows how mucb more fatal tfaa 
disease is at the extremes of life. The ratio of deaths from pneumonia in 1887 to pop- 
ulation of the same age was as follows : Under 5 years of age, 1.54 to every thousand, 
for those aged 5 to 50 the rate was l.B to every 10 000, while for those aged 50 and over 
it was 1.06 to every thousand.

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LONGEVITY OF DECEDENTS, 

Table 99 shows the occupations, so far as stated, of those who died in Michigan during 
i;he eighteen years from 1870 to 1887. All under twenty years of age are excluded from 
-the table. The longer the time covered by statistics of this kind the more valuable 
they become for purposes of reference. For this reason, the figures here given for a 
period of eighteen years, form a more correct basis for an average estimate of longevity 
than those for a single year. 

Cultivators of the earth have an average age at death of 59.23 years, being the high- 
est of any of the classes in the table. Next in order com^^s unemployed with an average 
age of 55.04 years, then active mechanics abroad with an average age of 53.13 years. 
The shortest lived were those classified as seafaring men whose average age was only 
42.14 years The various occupations included in each class may be seen by reference 
to the table, and it will be of interest and importance to note the average age of some 
of the leading trades and professions. 

In the following subdivisions of the classes, those occupations are selected which 
have the highest and lowest average age.
